Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 
5.—The 
State 
Banking Board has formulated the 
procedure under which Oklahoma Na­ 
tional banks may avail their deposi­ 
tors of the state guaranty law. and 
has directed a letter carrying that in­ 
formation to the 300 such institutions 
in the state. 
It is stated that a Na­ 
tional bank will be required to first 
apply to the State bank commission­ 
er, upon which the bank will be ex­ 
amined. 
If the bank is found in a 
satisfactory condition, the board will 
require a contract 
stipulating 
that 
such national bank agrees to pay tile 
assessments and abide by the pro­ 
visions of the state banking act, to 
the extent of insuring the deposits. 
The contract is to be ratified by the 
stockholders of each bank at a meet­ 
ing held for that purpose. 
An amendment to the state banking 
law is pending in the house, which 
supplies for the consent of the con­ 
troller of the currency, the sanction 
of the individual stockholders ‘and 
makes the guaranty of National banks 
purely a contract between them and 
the state of Oklahoma. The board has 
given notice that the only exception 
in the application of the law to Na 
tional banks will be that wherein the 
method of liquidation might conflict 
with the National banking provisions, 
the method provided by the controller 
of the currency shall govern. In all 
other respects it is to be a state prop­ 
osition. 
There are now on file with the state 
bank commissioner ten applications 
in writing from national banks for 
Blate insurance, and the examiners 
were started today at inspecting them. 
The law becomes effective for state 
banks I eb. 15, but until the pending 
amendments are adopted It is beld 
that the state law can not be made 
applicable to national banks. 
The commissioner announced today 
that the examination of state banks 
had been completed, thus placing them 
in readiness for the insurance of their 
deposits. 
In a number of instances 
re-examinations were found necessary 
but, as a whole, it was said, th° state 
banks were found to be in a creditable 
condition.

Damage of More Than $50,000,000 


Year Caused by Rodents—Spread 


of Epidemics and Plagues 


Traced to Vermin. 


London.—An effort is to be made at 


Bast to deal with the plague of rats in 
England on a serious 
and compre- 


hensive basis. A meeting is to be held 
for this purpose, with the object of 
establishing a society for the exter- 
mination of rats and other vermin, to

it is estimated that in Great Britain 


the damage done in one year by rata 
exceeds $50,000,000. 
At the 
docks, 


where they have come to be regarded 
as a terrible though ineradicable evil, 
they have been known to consume 
whole carcasses 
of 
bullocks, 
and 


scarcely a ship comes Into dock which 
is not overrun with them. 


They have been known to destroy 


whole crops of corn, and Innumerable 
fowls and pheasants have been killed 


and 
destroyed, Butchers', bakers', 


grocers' shops, granaries, and factories 
—there is scarcely a house or store in 
the country that does not suffer some 
loss from their depredations. 


But the chief danger is in the hy- 


gienic aspect of ,the rats. Trichinosis 
has been traced to the rats, who infect 
the pigs, and subsequently the people 
who eat pork. The rapid tase of epi- 
demics and plagues has also 
been 


traced to these rodents. 


Many attempts have been made to 


solve the problem of extermination, 
the difficulty of which can be appre- 
ciated from the fact that they multi- 
ply at the rate of 800 a year from one 
pair. The rat catcher has been aban- 
doned in some docks for poison and 
cats, but though these 
have 
been 


found to keep down the numbers and 
lessen the damage, they can do little 
toward exterminating the pest. 


An experiment has been tried 
In 


Denmark of setting a price ot about 
a penny on the head 
of each 
rat 


brought in, and by this means more 
than 100,000 rats were destroyed. The 
cost of the 
experiment was about 


$3,680, and it is reckoned that tha 
rats could have done $195,000 worth of 
damage. 


To organize some scheme on these 


lines and, If possible, to get gover 
ment aid, will be the aim of the s 
ciety if it is constituted. 
It is 


mated that rat skins 'in large quant 
ties would have a considerable coi 
mercial value. 


In the report of the port of Lo 


don sanitary committee, issued to th 
court of common council, the total d 
struction of rats for four weeks 
November is given as 4,756. 


The managed of the London . an 


India Docks Company said that the 
bill for ratcatchers and food for 
large staff of cats was a matter 
thousands of Collars every year, an 
they still received complaints of da: 
age in the sheds and warehouses. 


"I do not believe we shall ever b 


able to exterminate them," said he 
"at the most we shall be able to lim 
the numbers and the damage. Tak 
Tilbury docks, for instance, with It 
acres of marsh land in the vicinity. A 
soon as the rats fail to find enoug 
to eat outside they will come into th 
docks and search for it there."

wines, silks, opium and Japanese from 
British Columbia into 
Washington 


state has been reduced to such a sci- 
ence by organized bands 
working 


along the boundary that immigration 
ofllcers and secret service men admit 
they are baffled. 
Until they can ob- 


tain more tangible proof to fix the 
identity ol the persons implicated the 
passing of the contraband is likely to 
continue Indefinitely. 


Thousands of dollars' worth of im- 


ports and several hundred Japanese 
have been brought Into the country in 
the last few months by men working 
In the foothills along the International 
line. Trained dogs are used by the 
opium and silk smugglers, while those 
handling liquors employ wood wag- 
ons. The aliens are piloted across the 
border by armed men, who would not 
hesitate to shoot H interrupted in their 
work. Most of the contraband-Is dis- 
posed o£ in eastern and 
southern 


states. 
'' The rush of Japanese across the 
•border is giving the immigration of- 
ficers the most concern. A dozen have 
been caught in western Washington 
in the last ten days, but so far the 
authorities have not been able to fix 
the responsibility. 
The officers ad- 


mit that a band of clever smugglers 
is at work, guiding the undesirable 
aliens into Washington, and then leav- 
ing them to take care of themselves. 


There is now a larger force of Im- 


migration officers stationed along the 
boundary line than ever before, but 
In spite of their efforts, the majority 
of the aliens have been apprehended 
only after they have reached points 
a hundred or more miles on the United 
States side of the line. 


The smugglers have hiding place! 


in various parts of British Columbia, 
whence the Japanese are sent into 
this country, the cost to the aliens 
ranging from $150 to $1,000, accord-

Many attempts have been made to 


soive the problem of extermination 
the difficulty of which can be appre^ 
elated from the fact that they multi- 
ply at the rate of 800 a year from one 
pair. The rat catcher has been aban- 
doned in some docks for poison and

'ound to keep down the numbers and 
essen the damage, they can do little 
oward exterminating the pest.
